Mr. Foster, of Floyd, is the only man who ever 
got a dog-law through the legislature, and bis coun- 
ty the only one that hasa dog law. He said: 

**The result of the law in Floyd county will be, it

dogs; it will result in the killing of 2 000 dogs that 
are not worth the taxes, during 
the year, and about 1,000 dogs willescape taxes and 
death."’

The leg- 
islature just dissolved nas made niue of these coun- 
ties non-liquor counties by euactment, and provid- 
ed forelections in thirty oda more. It also p sseda 
bill making it a crime to sell liquor to a coufirmed 
drunkard ora druuken person, after nutice not to 
sell haa been served by one of his relatives, 

Under local option prohibition has showed unus- 
ual Sirength. Ithas been beaten notably in only 
two counties, Washington and Decatur, as we re- 
member. Its friends contend that five more years 
will see the six larger cities of Georgia 
strongholdsof liquor, environed closely with pro- 
hibition suburbs An election has been ordered for 
Floyd county, and it will be interesting to see how 
Rome votes.

A New Kose Aambier Theory. 
STRATFORD, September 29.—Oue of the new detec- 
tives attracted here by a reward offered for the cap- 


ture of Rose Ambler’s murderer made public to- 
day a theory which has atleast the meritof novelty, 
and he claims to have supporting evidence. He 
believes that William Lewis is wholly innocent. 
Iie believes thatthe roistering young Irishman 
who was. suspected secon after the crime is 
the culprit He places much dependence on 
Wiliiam Lewis’s testimony that on the morning the 
body was found he saw Rose’s tracks on the road- 
wy, and beside them the footprints of two men. 
This detec:ive believes that two men were with 
Rose Ambler on the night of the murder; that both 
had asimilar purpose, but that neither knew of 
the presence of the otber. There is a-tali married 
mar in Stratford, says the detective, though Lewis 
do snot believe this, who has been meeting Rose 
nights after she has left Lewis. Those meetings, 
he alleges, continued for many months 
2retly, On the bight of the murder, ac- 
cording to this theory, this nan 
met Rose as she came outof the road from Lewis’s 
to the main street. They walked toward Paradise 
Green slowly. It was very dark, but it was not so 
dark as to preventa young lady, who has already 
testified in the case,to recognize Rose Ambler, 
though not her tall escort, onthe Kaven Stream 
bridge. A half hour later, soon after 10 o’elock, it 
began to ralii. The pair walked up to Paradise 
(reen, afew stepsaway. On the green vil- 
laze school house. On the side of the building is 
an alcove, left there by some unexplained faucy of 
the architect. Here the couple remained during 
the shower and the succession of snowers wnich 
followed. At length it stoped raining. They 
then parted, the man turning off to the 
left without seeing Rosesafely home. Rose crossed 
the green to the main Street, and proceeded nome- 
ward. Here she was overtaken in the darkness by 
the young Irishman. He made revolting proposals. 
She rebuffed him and there was a struggle. The 
detective talks mysteriously of witnesses who will 
vive stariling tes:imouy in support of histheory. 
One man named Babcock is to come forward to 
swear to a meeting with the young Irishman at 
about midnighton the nightof the murder. He 
was on a buck road. He seemed to be in hiding, 
and darted aside when he saw Mr. Babcock ap- 
proaching. 

The inquest to-day has brought out nothing that 
hurts William Lewis Dr. White’s testimony is 1n 
his favor. He cestified that the stains found on the 
cushion of Lewis’ buggy were not blood, but some 
saccharine matter, most likely molasses. The blood 
stain on Rose’s hat band was eight monihs old. 
Che hair and cuticle taken from tne hand of Bos- 
ton White were foundto differ very materially 
from the hair and skin taken from beneath the 
nails of Rose Amo»oler. No:iman Ambler, the dead 
woman’s divorced husband, testified that Lewis 
was wholly responsibie forthe trouble between 
him and his wife. He knew thatshe had frequent- 
ly left her bed after night to meet Lewis. whet 
the witness remonstrated, Rose told him that: 
cared more for Lewis than she did for him. *‘Lewis 
broke up my home.’’ he sail; “he stole away my 
wife’s love, and I believe that he knows about the 
way in which she was killed.’’ John Powell,a 
Stratford blacksmith, testified that he heard a Car 
riage pass his house about half-past 11 on the 
night of the murder, George smith, of Shelton,testi 
fied thatLewi had offered to bet him $1,000 that he 
(Lewis) could tell who killed Rose.

WHAT BRIDES WEAR AND HOW IT 
LOOKS. 


A Symphony in Wrappers—A #300 Gown That 
a Young Bride Thought Too Sweet fcr 
Avnytbing—Short Sleeves—Classic Dra 
pery—Laundry Expenee;, Etc. 


From the New York World. 

The blonde head was bent low over 
of fleecy lace that oecupied part of the count- 
er in the large Broadway drygoods house ves 
terday. After a prolonged inspection the 
wearer of the light hair turned to the older 
lady by her and said with a_ pleased 
smile: 

“Isn't it beautiful, 

“Yes. But it is very expensive. 

“Yes, it is a little sive, but just 
how perfect every thing is. See the cunning 
little pocket and the delicate blue cord run. 
ning down the sides. ©, I must have one like 
that,’’ and the young lady held the marvel of 
lace and insertion at urm’s length and with 
head perched bird-like on one 
plated a garment fit for a queen—or 
American girl. 

To,the uninitiated malejspecta 
on exhibition appeared to be a very 
ball-dress, except that there 
the intri lace and rus 
seemed 
quiry of the saleslady in 
nature of the dress on exhibition brought the 
low reply: 

“It is a noctur! 

“A what?’ 

“A symphony in evening 
= English, it is a beautiful 

esigned for a New York bride.’’ 

“Is it expensive?’ 

“Not very, That one cost We have 
afew moré Costly, and quite a number equal- 
ly ornate, but less valuable. ‘This one iz used 
asasample only. When a lady purchases 
such a robe, she has it made to order, as it is 
just as necessary to guarantee a perfect nt tn 
this class of goods as in costumes designed for 
more public wear,”’ 

“But who purchases such expensive night- 
drésses’ At first sight it appears to be useless 
extravagance to wasteso much money on a 
garment seen by but one person and worn 
only at night.’ 

‘You would be surprised,’’ she said with a 
smile, ‘‘at the number of expensive gowns 
sold. Now here,’’ taking down a satin-lined 
box and exposing its contents, ‘‘this robe 
alone is worth $300, nearly half as much as a 
Worth dress. Our best purchasers are, of 
course, brides—that is, girls on the eve of 
marriage. No,I don’t think vanity has a 
great deal to do with the selection of such 
expensive night-dresses. Every woman likes 
to appear well in the eyes of her lord, and it 
is as much a compliment to him as to herself 
to dress well for him alone. Then, too, the 
mothers of the girls are always anxious that 
their daughters’ undergarments and night- 
robes sho uld be of the finest material. If a 
bride is difficult to satisfy at this counter, her 
mether is always found infinitely more diffi- 
cult. 

‘“‘Are the finer robes imported *” 

“Oh, no; we tried that plan for some time, 
but it failed.- Foreign dress-makers appear to 
to have no ideaof what is required in an 
American night-dress. They are so accustom- 
ed to fitting the fuller forms of their English, 
French and German customers that they have 
lost all faculty for properly drapping the lithe, 
willowy figure of the average American girl. 
So we have these costumes made up here. 
Much of the material is imported, However. 
This real lace about the sleeves and filled. in 
around the neck and down the corsage is from 
Belgium, and this edging about the skirt 
properin from France. The material is of 
domestic production, and is the finest of its 
kind. See.’ 
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SHORT SLEEVES. 

She lifted the garment tenderly and held it 
at arm’s length, the soft material falling in 
clinging folds to the floor. Creamy white 
percale formed the back-groundfor the display 
of a profusion of delicate lace. Cut very 
decollete, the opening was half concealed by 
downy traceries of hand-made-lace, and 
down the front breadth the same material was 
carried in graceful curves. The narrow bands 
across the shoulders were enriched with elabo- 
rate rosettes, doing away with the necessity 
for sleeves. A cord of pale pink traced 
the outlines of the figure to the waist. 

“Some of the night-dresses,’’ explained the 
salesiady, ‘‘are made with loose, flowing 
sleeves filled in with tulle, but the majority 
are made low-necked and sleev eless, as this 
one is. It depends, of course, entirely upon 
the personal preference and apperance of the 
purchaser. If the bride is the fortunate pos- 
sessorjof white, rounded arms and shoulders of 
whose contour she is proud, her choice falls 
naturally upon the garment which best re- 
veals those charms. I have noticed. that 
younger ladies select the sleeveless robe, nine- 
tenths of the widowsask that the sleeves ve 
sewed in and give minute directions upon 
this poinf,”’ and carefully refolding the gar- 
ment she replaced it in its box. 

A request to look at different colored night- 
robes was met with a pitying smile, and the 
informa'ion was tendered that white alone 
was used in their manufacture. Why this 
was so the saleslady was unable to say, furth- 
er thamthat white was symbolic of purity 
and innocence. ‘Why,’ she continued, 
“we would drive a prospective bride away by 
the mere suggestion of any other hued gar- 
ment. The only color permissible is a very 
delicate tracery of cord, almost imperceptible. 
Even with this bit of color we have enough 
difficulty in suiting our customers. It must 
harmonize exactly with the complexion of 
the wearer or she refuses to take it. In one 
order alone we were required to change cer. 
tain shadeso f blue three times betore con. 
forming to the carpricious tastes of the Brook 
lyn girl. Ip one instasce a slender piece o 
cardinal ribbon was inserted around the neck 
half hidden by the lace. But this was the ex 
ceptional case of a pronounced brunette. If 
paler is desired a handkerchief worn in the 
pocket gives the desired effec .”’ 

“Is a $300 night-dress really any more 
comfortable than a $1 gown?’’ was asked after 
the saleslady had bowed out a fault-finding 
customer. 

CLASSIC DRAPERY. 

“Well,’’ she replied retlectively, as a pair of 
dimples grew into the corners of her mouth, 
“Itis difficult to sav. While acheap robe 
may: be equally as comfortabie, you can see 
for yourself how much more beautiful these 
finer dresses are. T1¢ first requisite of such 
a wrapper is that there must be nothing 
scratchy about it. Everything should be soft 
and yielding tothe touch. Sothe more ex- 
pensive the material the more down-|ike it is, 
and consequently the more comfortable. A 
gown is, you see, the diametrical oppusite of 
a jersey —from a modiste’ spointofview. The 
one is made to fit closely, bringing every 
curve into relief. The other is worn more 
loosely than a day-dress could be worn, and is 
shorter and more open than a street or ball- 
dress ’ 

Further information was vouchsafed to the 
effect that orders for these expensive goods 
came almost entirely from this city and 
Brooklyn. Occasionally a southern girl pur- 
chasing her trousseau in the city would order 
two of the dresses, but from the wealtby resi- 
dents in New York came the greater part of 
the custom. The tendency to richernight ap- 
parel seemed to be growing and all elaborate 
trousseaus purchased recently included ex- 
pensive gowns of this class. 

In two of the larger stores visited special 
dress-makers were kept who did nothing but 
work on these garments, tosuch anextent had 
the demand grown. “Besides a large portion 
of the needie-womens’ time was devoted to 
repairing the originaily expensive lace mar- 
veils. 

‘These things,’’ the forewoman explained, 


pointing to the gowns on 4 table near by, “‘are 
continually being brought to us to be mended 
or to have little rents in the ruching or lace 
work carefully repaired. There is one reason, 
apart from the first cost, why only very 
wealthy people can afford these luxuries. To 
a lady that kicks at night, or who is at all 
restless, a os aca made gown is an expen- 
sive investment. The least restless movement 
causes a tear, which takes time, trouble and 
money to repair. We have had this garment 
returned half a dozen times for repair within 
three months,”’ holding up a filmy net. 
DKY EXPENSE. 

‘‘Another expense is the laundry work, 
which must be carefully done, after the re- 
moval of the delicatelace. Taken altogether 
one of these robes is more trouble to the wear- 
er than a pet poodle,” and the spe axer 
glanced across the store to an ecru poo ile 
that was quietly masticating a lady’s rn 
train.

street a large 
establishment advertised “night-shirts 
_ presents.” Inquiry elicted the information 
that quite a trade in shirts of this pescription 
was carried on, and that the P pure wt rs in 
nvost cases were ladies. ‘‘They buy them for 
their sweet! yearts first, their husbands and 
brothers next,”’ softly said the young man 
with the banged hair who presided cver the 
de spartment, ‘It is getting quite fashionable 
ior a young lady to present her finance with 
an elegant robe de nuit. Young Wives, too, 
like to surprise their husbands with -such 
testimonials of affection. Then we have a 
class of customers who purchase these 
shirts for their own wear. Most of these are 
dudes, I believe, though occasionally an 
man whois about to commit matrimony a 
second or third time invests in a pair of high 
priced shirts. Oh, prices range from $8 to $20 
according to material, workmanship and 
amount of lace used. You won't haveone to 
ay,then?
